IT WILL THEN GO TO THE HOUSE FOR 


Andon Tuesday the Purchase Clause of 
the Sherman Law Will Be Wiped Out— 
The Extra Session of Congress May Be 

‘Merged Into the Regular One—Most of 
To- Day Consumed in Debate. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 28. —-From inside 
sources it is learned this afternoon that a 


tacit agreement has been reached by the 


leaders of the different factions in the Senate 
to havea vote on the Voorhees bill. which 
has been substituted for the Wilson bill, 
which passed the House and was referred to 
the Sendte, at2 o’clock Monday. There is, 
of course, a possibility that there may be 
some entanglement from this time forward 
that will prevent a consummation of this 
agreement. Itis pretty generally believed 
by those here keeping watch on develop- 
ments in the Senate that there will be a vote, 
ifnotat2 o’clock on Monday at least at a 
later hour in that day’s session, 

The outlook now is that repeal will go 
through the Senate by Monday and that it 
will de agreed to in the House the day fol- 
lowing. It hardly seems possible to-day that 
Congress will be able to adjaurn or take a 
recess, if it decides to o so, before next 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

There is some talk to-day that the Demo- 
cratic leaders bave again changed their 
minds and may think it for the best interest 
of the party to merge the present into the 
regular session. At a late hour to-day, how- 
ever, no definite understanding between the 
Democratic leaders had been reached. 

The prospect is that the greater part of to- 
day will be given to speech making, although 
the voting on amendments may be resumed 
late this afternoon. There is no especial 
desire, however, on the part of the repeal 
managers to secure a vote upon the bill be- 
fore Monday or Tuesday, because there are 
several absentees who are expected to be 
here by that time and who desire to have 
their votes recorded. It is not supposed 
thatthe vote will be postponed because of 

heir absence. 

When at 11 o’clock the Senate resumed its 
session there were fifty-two members in their 
seats. The argoney deficiency bill was con- 
sidered and passed. 

The joint resolution offered by Mr. Cullom, 
(Rep.) of Illinois on yesterday, transferring

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CONCLUSION OF THE RVUSS0-FRENCH 


Half a Million Dollars’ Worth of Presents 
-Showered on the Departing Eallors—Aa 
Story of Conspiracy Which Is Doubted 
—The South African War-—Advance of 
the British on Lebengula. 

Touton, Oct. 2%.—The long and elaborate 
series of fetes which have marked the visit of 
the Czar’ssailors to this republic are at an 
end and the Russian fleet is preparing to 
weigh anchor for other waters. 

The launching ofthe battleship Jauregul- 
berry at La Seyne yesterday afternoon may 
be said to have formed the concluding chap- 
ter to the long history of receptions, balls. 
dinners, luncheons .and other entertain- 
ments, which were prepared in honor of the 
Russian visitors, and now the latter are pre- 
paring to leave Toulon, thoroughly satisfied 
with all they have seen and heard and carry- 
ing with them presents to the value of about 
$500, 000. 

As the Russian ships are preparing to turn 
their prows seaward it may safely be said 
that nowhere in the history of alienation has 
there been sucha demonstration of sympa- 
thy and universal enthusiasm as was dis- 
played herein Paris, at Lyons and at Mar- 
sefiles upon the oecaslon of the visits of 
these cities of the guests of the French na- 
tion. a 

As a graceful endiat to all this enthusiasm 
displayed dy the French people toward their 
allies of Russia it is announced this morning 
that President Carnot, previous to his de- 
parture from this seaport on his way back to 
Paris, was handed the following telegram 
from the Czar? Lee 

GATCHINA, Oct. 27, 1898. 

At the moment of the departure of the Russian 
squadron from France, I am partienlariy desirous of 
expressing te yeu how — a! touched and ‘gratified 
Jam at the warm and spiendid reception my sailors 
have met within ail rte while on Freneh soil. 
This is evidence of the keen sympathy which has 
once more been displaved with so much eloguence 
and willadds fresh fink to those uniting the two 
countries and will, hope, contribate to the 
strengtheniagof the general peace, the object of 


their most constant endeavors and wishes. 
ALEXANDER. 
The French newspapers report that before 
the launching of the Jauregulberry yesterduy 
criminal attempts were discovered to imperil 
the success of the launch and to cause a ter- 
ribld accident which would have involved 
considerable loss of life. The attempt, how- 
ever, is said to have been discovered in time 
to preventany accident, and a thorough in- 
vestigation of the affair is now being made 
by the police. The authors ofthis criminal 
conspiracy are said to be Italians.

And, as the 
port in question is always free from ice, the 
railway would also be of the greatest im- 
rtance to the imports and exports of 
orthern Russia in winters like the last. 
cost of such a railway will, however, be very 
5,000,000 probably, and the 
f ying its way are, 
n any case. doubtful. Strategical consider- 
ations have, of course, some weight in this 
connection, dut in all probability the large 
Siberian railway will haveto be further ad- 
vances before the above plan will be real- 
zed,

CLAIM EXCESSIVE EXPENSES FORCED 
THEM TO THE STEP. 


Deny There Is Any Tryst—Claim the Lo- 
cal Drug Eusiness Has Been Carried 
On ata Loss — Retailers Particularly 
Object to the Rule About Containers- 
Monday’s Meeting. 


On Monday morning the Executive Com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Association of Retall 
Druggists, of which Mr, Thomas Layton is 
President, will holda meeting to take decis- 
ive action onthe agreement entered into by 
the wholesale houses, effective Nov. 1. As 
to just what will be accomplished it is hard 
to determine, inasmuch as many of the 
down-town druggists sanction the steps 
taken by the wholesale houses. Those whose 
places of business are farther removed from 
the center of the city, however, are 
very bitter against the agreement 
and threaten to Doycott the 
home institutions and patronize houses in 
Cincinnati, Chicago and Louisville unless 
the St. Louis firms deliver their goods im- 
mediately upon receipt ot orders. Some op- 
pose a boycott, arguing that if 100 sign 
a contract agreeing to purchase all 
their goods from one house, the agreement 
will be broken. Several schemes will be 
sprung at the meeting to be held mext Mon- 
day, but just what plan will be adopted no 
one appears to know. 

The wholesale dealers do not appear to 
be the least agitated, but claim 
to be somewhat surprise at the action of 
their customers. They state that the agree- 
ment was entered into to reduce expenses 
and prevent their customers from being 
worried to death by city drummers, 

A WHOLESALER’S STATEMENT. 

In speaking of the agreement toa Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning, Mr. Theo- 
adore F. Meyer, manager of the Meyor Bros. 
Drug Co., said: ‘‘I am very sorry the 
agreement has excited our customers. 
We entered into it to protect 
ourselves, as well as our customers. It is no 
trust or combination, but competition has 
deen so sharp that of late years the city 
business has been carried on at a loss. In- 
stead of making a dozen deliveries 
in one day to one drug store, with 
articles probably not worth more than 
50 cents apiece, we will make one delivery 
every other day. Our customers certainly 
cannot be put out when our drummer calls 
every other day. I notice some druggist is 
quoted as saying that our action 
will force them out of business, as 
they cannot afford to lay ina large stock of 
goods. It seems tome that any man in busi- 
ness can afford to lay in stock enough to 
carry them through two days. If they need 
any little article immediately it will only 
cost them 10 ceuts to send their office boy 
for it. It would certainly cost us much more 
to send 50 cents worth of drugs three miles in 
atwo-horse wagon. At any rate I do not 
contemplate any trouble when our new ar- 
rangement goes into effect for, 
while there may be som dis- 
satisfaction just at the present time, it will 
eventually wear away. Our customers will 
learn that it will prove beneficialto them 
instead of disastrous. 


AS TO REDUCING FORCES. 

Mr. West of the Moffiitt-West Drug Co. 
takes practically the same view of the mat- 
ter. Said he this morning: ‘*We have come 
tothe conclusion that we had to reduce ex- 
penses and hope we have not offended our 


customers by our action, The fact of 9 
matter is no other line of business in 
the city of St. Louis is worked 
so vigorously as is ours. I will also 
venture the assertion that no trade is taken 
care of any better than the retail drug trade. 
Some of ourcustomers are visited as many 
as six times a day and probably no order is 
taken for a week. 

Then the wholesale houses intend reduc- 
ing their force?’’ 

Well, I do not know about the other 
I can only speak for our house. 
yet we have not let any 

one go. The agreement is not effective until 
Nov. 1 and until that time I do not care to 
state what is likely to happen. There is no 
use crossing a river until you get to it, you 
know. 

TROUBLE OVER CONTAINERS. 

The retail men state that they would not 
make strenuous objections to the delivery 
system, but that the wholesale men 
have done them an injustice by refusing to 
take back containers, bottles, etc., and 


charging them $1.50 for a carboy and taking 
it back for $1.25. This part of the agreement 
appears to be the straw that broke the cam- 
el’s back and which will likely terminate in an 
ugly fight unless this feature is removed.; The 
wholesale druggists claim that this is one of 
the most important sections of the agree- 
ment, and they will be slow in making any 
alterations init. They argue thatfor years 
past they have been compelled to accept all 
sizes and classes of bottles which are worth- 
less to them. To remedy this evil they have 
reducea the prices of all containers, and will 
refuse after Nov. Ito take them back, either for 
cash or on account. The retaller is protected 
by this action to a certain extent, the whole- 
salers state, as he is allowed to return all 
containers and have them refllied instead of 
purchasing new ones. No action will be 
taken by either side until Friday, when the 
report of the Executive Committee is given 
out. Unless the more conservative retail 
dealers take a hand in the matter, the pros- 
pects for trouble of a serious nature between 
the retail merchants and the wholesale 
houses are exceedingly ntattering. 


ACCOUTREMENTS OF WNITE CAPS, 


Head-Covering and Switches Used by As- 
sailants of the Conrads. 


From the Indianapolis News. 

The proprietor of English’s Hotel, Jery 8. 
Hall, has returned from the neighborhood 
where the Conrad brothers lived until they 
had their battle with the White Caps. Mr. 
Hall picked up several relics of the White 
Caps. One is a white cap worn by one of the 
young men killed in the battle with the Con- 


rads. 
The cap was removed fromthe head of the 


dead man the morning afterthe battie by a 
farmer. 

The cap which is stained with blood, con- 
tains eighteen holes made by buckshot from 
a gun handled by one of the conrads. It is 
made of coarse muslin, and is large enongh 
to cover the entire face and head. Three 
large holes bave been cut in it, two for the 
eyes and one for the nose. Around the lower 
edge of the cap there is a casing through 
which a draw-string isinserted. By pulling 
the ends of this string the cap is drawn close. 
ly about the neck. The man from whom this 
cap was taken received forty buckshot in 
his head and body, and was Kllled instantly. 

Mr. Hall also brought home with him two 
switches that had been used by White Caps. 
One ofthem he picked up near where the 
battle with the Conrads took place.

SUNFLOWER PAPER. 


An Experiment Which Succeeds in the 
Sunflower State. 


SALINA, Kan., Oct, 28.—The paper mill at 
this place has completed an important ex- 
periment to determine the practicability of 
manufacturing paper from wild sunflowers. 
The test was a complete success. Several 
tons of the weeds were made into paper, 
which is far superior to straw paper, the 
fiber of the sunflower product being as 


tough and pliable as rag paper. The mill is 
now buying sunflowers and proposes to make 
sunflower paper a speciaity, as it can be 
made very cheap. This is the first experi- 
mentofthe kind evermade. Last evening 
the Daily Republican run its entire edition on 
the sunflower paper.

INDIA’S’ MILLIONS. 


Interesting Figures and Facts About 
Engiana’s Gréat Eastera Empire. 
From the Boston Journal. 

One of the greatest wonders of the mod- 
ern world is the supremacy which Great 
Britain has acquired over the people of 
India, whoare second in numbers only to 
the population of Chinaand far outnumber 
any other nation in the world. Not only are 
they held in subjection dy a comparative 
handful of British troops but they contribute 


a native army for the maintenance of 
British power in India. This wonderful 
state of things is due, not merely to British 
military courage and skill, but largely also 
tothe wisdom and executive ability of the 
officials charged with the administration of 
civil affairs in the country. Rome in her 
best days never showed more audacity and 
skill. English methods in law and govern- 
ment have won the confidence of the people 
to a remarkable degree. Some idea of the 
magnitude of the task which Engiand has in 
the management of her magnificent posses- 
sion may be obtained from the figures given 
by the census taken in 1891, which presents 
some very interesting and significant? ts. 

It appears from this enumeration that 
Britain’s Indian Empire comprises 1,500,000 
square miles, and in 1891 had a population of 
287,000,000. The males exceed the females by 
6,000. In ten years the inhabitants increased 
84,000,000. Contrary to the condition of things 
among the Western nations, the town popu- 
lation is only 9½ per cent of the whole, Tne 
ancient Brahmanic religious belief sti 
counts 211,000,000 adherents. The Budd- 
hists number 7,000,000. ‘he followers of Mo- 
hammed count up 57,000,000. The ancient 
pagan or native worshipers number 9,000,- 
000 and there are 90,000 who follow the faith 
of Zoroaster. The Christians number 
2.250,000. The people of Indta are not long 
lived. Of this immense multitude only 
15,000,000 reach the age of 60. ‘Ihe illiterate 
com prise 274,000,000 of the population. 

One cause of the success of the British in 
governing India is found in the fact that 118 
different languages or dialects are spoken, 
though some of them are doubtless very sim- 
ilar. The differences of race, religion and 
language render combinations against the 
English rulers almost impracticable in view 
oftheir judicious policy. The British man- 
agement of the country—in the construcg 
tion of railroads and a system ofirrigation by 
means of which famines are averted or 
ameliorated; the suppression of widow burn- 
ing and female infanticide, and the protec- 
tion of human life, especially female and 
child life—has stimulated the increase of 
population in such a degree—more than 
8,000,000 annually—that the limits of produc. 
tion of food are nearly reached. In view of 
this fact it is only a question of a short time 
when the surplus population of India wiil 
join the Chinese hordes in seeking new homes 
in other lands, anda fresh source of embar- 
rassment will confront the rulers of more 
civilized nations, since the newcomers are 
sure to be antagonized by the laboring 
Classes.

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THE LET-ALONE POLICY. 


Congressman Hitt, ex-Chairman of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, in an 
interview on the Hawaiian question, re- 
jects both the annexation and protectorate 
plans as impractical and dangerous, and 
then falls into the strange blunder of 
suggesting a substitute which is worse 
than either. He proposes the military 
occupation and government of the islands 
as a naval or army post, 

Having disposed of the annexation 
scheme as having an insuperable objec- 
tion in the population of the islands and 
of the protectorate as involving the practi- 
cal control ofthe Hawaiian Government, 
he urges military occupation, which em- 
bodies objections common to both of these 
plans and others of far greater importance, 
The military occupation is wholly inimi- 
cal to the genius and methods of our Gov- 
ment and would constitute the most radi- 
caland dangerous innovation a republic 
could make. | 

Both annexation and a protectorate re- 
spect the principle of the consent of the 
governed, which is the foundation of re- 
publican «institutions, whereas military 
occupation wholly overrides itand sets 
up a government established and main- 
tained by force of arms and regulated by 
martial law. With a military province 
ruled by a military Governor the United 
States would make a start in an imperial 
policy of aggrandizement by conquest and 
occupation, the possible end of which one 
shrinks from contemplating. The idea is 
repulsive and full of menace. 

The truth is, no satisfactory scheme for

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A BOOM TOWN. 


The collapse of the great British enter- 
prise at Cumberland Gap is a sad boom 
story, The extravagant expenditure of 
British millions to build a British manu- 
facturing town at the narrow pass be- 
tween Kentucky and Tennessee has come 
tonaught. **The American Association, 
limited,’’ has reached its limit in a re- 
ceiver, and there is more or less woe in 
Albion. They called their town Middles- 
borough, after their own Ehglish town, 
and they were heartily welcomed by the 
Kentucky Colonel, who let them into all 
the minten mysteries and told them of 
the greatness and grandeur of his State. 
It was no fault of the Colonel’s that the 
stupendous enterprise failed and that town 
lots on the mountain side did not con- 
tinue to bring $400 afoot. He wore his 
pantaloons turned up at the bottom, cul- 
tivated sideburns, grew eloquent over the 
prospects of the town and did his level best 
to give its name the Euglish pronunciation 
of ‘‘Middlesb’ruh.’’ Had he been pos- 
sessed of the §10,000 which would have 
saved the American Association, limit- 
ed,’’ he would gladly have handed it over, 
but when the crisis came the good Colonel 
had not sold his tobacco, and the fate of 
‘*Middlesb’ruh’’ was decided. The water- 
works constructed for a population of 50,- 
000 people; the belt railroad; the splendid 
hotel and casino; the great iron and steel 
works (projected)—what of all these now? 
The Colonel might have done without the 
water-works, but he will miss the other 
improvements. They do say that the iron 
and the coal are yet in the mountains, and 
that Middlesb’ruh is in reality just as rich 
as it ever was, still inviting British capi- 
tal and more careful management than 
that which has wrecked the first company. 
The Colonel is himself inclined to this 
view, and there may, after all, be another 
chapter in the history of Cumberland Gap.

MONOPOLISTS have three different meth- 
ods of working their schemes. The first 
is to form a pool or alliance, each corpora- 
tion preserving its own existence; the 
second is for the individuals composing 
the corporations to exchange shares or buy 
into each other’s concerns so that the 
directories of all will be practically iden- 
tical. The third is consolidation. The 
first of these being obnoxious to the law is 
not so often resorted to as it was a few 
years ago. The second is a favorite 
method, although that too is unlawful in 
some States. The newcoal combine will 
probably work in this way. The third, 
however, is law proof, and towards that 
all combinations are tending. It will take 
a great deal of study to defeat the pur- 
poses of these gentlemen when the third 
stage is reached.

MAY MAKE DIAMONDS. 


A Fascinating Scientific Problem on the 
Way to Solution. 
From the burg Dispatch. 

The artificia: preparation of diamonds, one 
of the most fascinating of scientific prob- 
lems, seems recently to have been brought 
within range of practical questions by the 
help of the electricarc. It has for some time 
been Known that by the action of a very high 
temperature graphite can be obtained from 
the hydro carbons, and also, according to 
the degree of heat, a certain quantity of 
lam pblack. 

The graphite is oniy a particular kind. of 
condensea carbon, which is formed wherever 
amorphous or crystalline carbon (diamond) 
is treated, and the question simply is whether 
the transformation is complete, or whether 
it does not follow the analogy of their allo- 
tro pic modificatians of a similar kind. Com- 
mon phosphorus, for instance, can be 
changed into red oramorphous phosphorus, 
and from this latter the ordinary phospho- 
rus tan be regenerated,

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Fitzsimmons Selects the Winner of 
the Big Fight 


MITCHELL WILL NOT LAST LONG BE- 
FORE THE BIG CALIFORNIAR. 


The Middleweight Champion Thinks 
_ Peter Jackson Can Defeat Either and 


selfi—Local Aquatic, Oycling and Turf 
Gossip—Sporting Notes. 


Under his own signature Bob Fitzsimmons, 
the middleweight champion of the world, 


| discusses the coming Corbett-Mitchell fight 


ano the question of superiority between the 
champion and Peter Jackson, in the follow- 
ing interesting manner. : 

think it is simply absurd to consider 
Mitchell anyway near a winner. Compare 
their records: Mitchell has only fought two 
finish fights, which were both draws. He 
fought Jack Burke on a race track in En- 
gland with bare knuckles for about an hour, 
and they afterward fought numerous draws 
in England and in this country. When 
Pritchard met Burke he smothered him in 
three rounds; then Jim Hall goes over to En- 
gland and puts Pritchard out in four rounds, 
and I knocked Jim Hall out in four rounds, 
having beaten him twice before. Take this 
line on Mitchell, and where does he really 
class? When Isay he cannot stand before 
me for eight rounds I think there is some 
logic in my argument. Now, look over Cor- 
bett’s record: When he was only an amateur 
he bested Jack Burke in eight rounds easily, 
and on three occasions whipped Joe Choyn- 
ski; he outpointed Jake Kllrain with perfect 
ease, easily defeated Dominick McCaffrey, 
who told me he did not land on Corbett, 
while he couid easily outpoint Mitchell and 
outpunch him. His long fight with Peter 
Jackson places Corbett, in my estimation, 
onahigher pinnacle than his defeat of Sul- 
livan. I feel fully confident that I could have 
whipped Sullivan in three rounds the night 
that he met Corbett. 

J predict that Corbett will come out of his 
fight with Mitchell with but very little pun- 
ishment—not even a black eye. He will jab 
the Englishman constantly with his long left 
to keep him out of harm’s way. Mitchell 
has never fought to a finish under Queens- 
berry rules. He is a far better London rule 
general than he is a Queensberry. At the 
latter game a man of Mitchell’s build has as 
good, if not better, chance than one of Cor - 
bett’s physique. 

**In Corbett’s battle with Jackson, which 18 
booked to take place next May, in my opin- 
ion, it will end in the defeat of the present 
champion. Jackson I consider the best 
heavyweight inthe world. There was a job 
somewhere when they met in San Francisco, 
tor Jam quite positive that Jackson would 
have defeated Corbett on that occasion. He 
is a big fellow—bigger than Corbett in every 
way—just as clever, and he can punch a 
mighty sight harder. Jackson has fought 
more hard finish fights under Queensberry 
rules than any other heavyweight in the 
world, 

Iwill fightCorbett or Mitchell at any time, 
and feel fully confident of deating either of 
them, but I won't go out of my class for 
Choynski; neither will I meet Peter Jackson, 
whom Iconsider the best heavyweight in 
the world.’’ 1

A MORE COLLEGE TONE DESIRED, 

New York, Oct. 28.—Representatives of the 
Yale, Princeton and Columbia Universities 
held a meeting recently to consider a plan of 
changing in the future the Thanksgiving Day 
wame, between Yale and Princeton, from the 
Manhattan field to the Columbia oval at 
Willlamsbtbridge.
